EMMETT M. IRONS DEAD 


IJfc-tong Resident of Hartwick and 


Civil War Veteran Succomba to In- 
firmities of Age. 
Hartwick. June 25.—Emmett Mel- 


vin Irons, a. life-Ions re&ide'nt of Hart- 
wick and one of the few remaining 
Civil "War veterans hereabouts, died 
Saturday evening at 6.30 o'clock at 
his home in this village. For a num- 
ber of years he had been in failing 
health, due to the infirmities of age, 
but his last illness was of four weeks' 
duration. 


Mr. Irons was born in Hartwlck on 


Angusit 9, 1841, a son of Asa and Abi. 
sal (Roberts) Irons. As he grew into 
young manhood, the call of his coun- 
try came and he responded, enhstina 
on August 23. 1S62, and serving to the 
close of the war, receiving hie dis- 
charge on June 25, 1865. He partici- 
pated in practically all the big battles 
of the war, including Bull Run. Get- 
tysburg, Antietam and the Wilder- 
ness. 
He was 
twice wounded—the 


flrst time at the battle of Bull Run and 
the second at 
Antietam. 
Neither 


wound proved serious. 


After the men had Jaid down their 


arms, Mr. Irons returned to his home 
town and on January 2, 1866, married 
his childhood sweetheart, Ella- Ding- 
man. All their married life was spent 
in Hartwick, his wife passing away 
19 jears ago. Mr. Irons lued alone 
until about five years ago, when on 
account of declining jears, his son, 
M Elvin Irons, carne to live with him 
and cared for him until the time of 
his death. He was one of the oldest 
members of the Christian church, lo- 
cated on Christian Hill, ant? was active 
in its work. About 15 years ago, he 
compiled a record 
of membership, 


from the time of the church's organi- 
zation, aud this still hangs in 
the 


church, a testimonial to his interest 
in Christian church. 
Mr. Irons also 


did considerable writing, and for a 
number of years was correspondent 
for county papers. He was by trade 
a carpenter and mason and for a num- 
ber of. > ears conductel a shop on 
West Main street, until forced to give 
up five years ago on account of fail- 
ing health 
He was a respected man 


and friends of the family will learn 
with great regret of his death. 


Mr. Irons was a member of Duroe 


(Hartwick) post. G. A. R., until It dis- 
banded, and then transferred 
his 


membership to the L. C. Turner post 
at Coopcrstown. 


Mr Irons had six children, three of 


whom sur«rt\e—Aga H. Irons of Can- 
astota, E. Sterling Irons of Bridge- 
water and M. Elvin Irons of Hart-

He also leaves 13 grandchil-

During the next 
fiscal year, beginning July 1, the fed- 
eral Bovernmcnt has made almost J2,- 
000,000 available to pay indemnities. 
Of this New York state mil receive 
J260.000. 


New York is tho biggest dairy cat- 


tle state in the union. Its herds are 
valued at about $200,000,000. and its 
dairy products at $180,000.000 annu- 
ally. It is Good economy to protect 
this wonderful income-producing In- 
dustry to the fullest extent posslble 
and dairy farmers generally are pleas- 
ed with the present status of eradica- 
tion work. 


After July 1 It will be continued In

tion with Fourth of July 3«labrations. 


Unpiloted hot air balloons may not 


legally be used In Fourth of July cele- 
brations or at any other time In any 
of. the flre towns of the Adirondack 
or Catskill regions. The prohibition 
of the use of this hind of fireworks is 
designed to prevent the starting of 
forest fires.' Numerous Instances are 
on record, where In the past balloons 
have been sent up In connection with 
Fourth of July celebrations and oth- 
er similar cases and then have sailed . 
oCt over the woods until their charg*! 


of inflammable material Is very noar 
ly consumed. Then they hav« come 
down to the ground, frequently in the 
most inaccessible part of the woods, 
and enough heat and flre has been 
present to start serious forest flres. 


The conservation law prohibits the 


use of such nre balloons "In any fire 
town or in a town adjacent thereto." 
This includes all of the land embrace 
ed within the Adirondack and Cats- 
kill regions. 


It Is felt that a very considerable 


saving In forest fire damage can be 
effected by strict adherence to this 
law by the public.
